the snow melts on the passes. Prep- 
arations are being made on the British 
side. The Punjab maneuvers have 
been timed for the unusual season of 
February, and will be on a war scale. 
Regiments are being quietly massed, 
ostensibly to fight the Mahud Waziris, 
bat in reality to be ia readiness for 
graver complications. It is likewise 
rumored that hospitals are being built 
along the military base and that the 
arsenals are being stored with muni- 
tions. 


Russia Blocked It 


Paris. Jan. -Z.—In view of the state- 


ment made by Lord Cranbora-. the 
British undersecretary of state for 
foreign affairs, in the house of com- 
mons oa the subject of representations 
made to Great Britain before and after 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war. the following explanations throw 
a somewhat different light on the sub- 
ject. In the Spanish negotiations at 
London in March. 1S98. to secure the 
ic:ervention of the powers in her 
faror. Great Britain took the same atti- 
tude as France and the other powers. 
She neither refused nor consented to 
join in collective action. AH the pow- 
ers were hesitating until they ascer- 
tained the intentions of the others. 
Russia settled the matter by the late 
Count Morarieff's blunt rejection o* 
the proposal.

Took No Part. 


St. Petersburg. Jan. 23.—The follow- 


ing statement from the Russian for- 
eign office'regarding the announce- 
ment made in the British house of 
commons Monday concerning negotia- 
tions between the powers before and 
after the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war. and the assertions 
made by a British foreign office official 
on the same subject: "Russia has al- 
ways been and now is extremely de- 
sirous of maintaining amicable rela- 
tions with the United States. Russia 
never had any intention of participat- 
ing in any collective step !n~the Span- 
ish-American dispute which did not 
directly concern her. Xor did Russia 
receive any proposition having such 
action in view." 


Weyler Ir. Action. 


London. Jan. 23.—An alarmist dis- 


patch from Madrid is published here, 
giving the opinions of various promi- 
nent politicians concerning the gloomy 
outlook in Spain and their fears that 
the coronation of King Alfonso next 
May may be the signal for a revolu- 
tion. It is declared that in addition 
to the Carlist menacings. "Weyler. the 
Spanish Soulanger. is troubling the 
waters and playing for his own hand." 


Boers Want Independence. 
. Brussels. Jan. 23.—The Dutch pro- 
Boer press has published a note issued 
by Mr. Kruger declaring that no peace 
negotiations would be issued except 
on the basis of the retention of Boer 
independence. This note is regarded 
as a reply to the speech of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the British colonial secretary. 


Yeomanry Captured. 


Pretoria. Jan. 23.—A few days ago 


a party of 35 natives were cutting 
grass at Lindique Spruit, escorted by 
25 imperial yeomanry. The party was 
surprised by 150 Boers, and after a 
gallant resistance, in which six of the 
Boers and one of the British force 
were killed, were forced to surrender.
